Central Kentucky osteopaths held 
an important meeting in this city, 
last Friday at the office of Dr. Martha 
Petree, to formulate plans whereby 
the importance of securing and main- 
taining a correct spine in growing 
children may be impressed on the 
teachers and parent to this section of 
Kentucky. . - 

Superintendent Hendricks and Miss 
Minnaker, the visiting nurse, and Miss 
Britain^ head of the physical culture 
deptttmenot, were prfiaent at an in- 
teresting clinic of school girls, who 
were excellent examples of the effects 
of cured spine, on general health, eyes, 
heart, and lungs. These clinics were 
typical of a large per cent, of school 
children, who, unless the proper care 
is given them, will grow into men and 
women who are not able to properly 
fill their positions as citizens of the 
State. 

In talking to the representative of 
the Bourbon News, Dr. Petree said it 
had long been her desire to establish a 
clinic in Paris where the children of 
deserving poor may receive free treat- 
ment, «ad she is taking the oi^rtun- 
ity to pat her plea, for "Better School 
Children^ b^ore4;he tea<diers, parents, 
and nurses of Paris, in order that she 
may be put in touch with those whom 
she may help. 

A clinic was held showing the effect 
of spinal curva,ture on the eyes, iieart 
and general health, and how the curva- 
ture of the entire spinal ( oluiiin may 
result from one misplaced vertebra. 
Four patients were present. The doc- 
tors asked the co-operation of super- 
intendents and teachers and all who 
are interested, in order that they may 
get in touch with the children of the 
deserving poor and estahUsh free 
clinics in the cities represented, for 
CMtains days each week. The definite 
results of the conference and of the 
plans formulated will be anmnmced 
later.

DIt. HiNITT HONORED. 



Dr. F. W. Hinitt, president of Cen- 
tral University. Danville, who^s well- 
known hi»re, has been elected presi- 
dMit of the Washington and JefferSon 
College, be Washington, Fa., at salary 
of $7,200 a year; Dr. Hinitt has been in 
change of the college in J)anv11Ie for 
four years 'and stands high as a col- 
lege executive. The institution which 
has honored him is one of the oldest 
Presbyterian colleges in the United 
States. 



Charles Garnett and Frank Rollins 
of Pocatella, Idaho, passed through 
Paris Sunday morning at nine o'clock 
walking from Pocatello, Idaho, to Au- 
gusta, Maine. The route iaken by the 
hikcFs covered 10,000 miles and th^ 
had already hovered 7^60 miles and 
had until Feb. 27, 1916 to finish their 
contest. By the terms of the con- 
test they were not to beg or steal or 
Tide, and when they left their homes 
had one dollar and were to have at 
least that much when they returned. 
They made their expenses by selling 
their pictures. There were eight in 
the contest at the begining and all but 
two dropped out. 

The men were attired in Khaki suits 
and carried earners with which they 
made several snapshots of Paris 
scens. They only remained he.re about 
an hour. The most remarkable thing 
about their stay was the fact that in 
commenting on Kentucky they did 
not once use the time honored phase, 
"the home of fast horaes, pretty 
women and good whUifcey." They com- 
plimented the appearance ht Paris gen- 
erally and said that the Paris court- 
house was one of the handsomest 
public buildings they had seen since 
leaving Pocatello. 

The men were in excellent health 
and spirits and seemed to regard the 
long journey as merely a holiday trip 
They said they had experienced no 
hardships whatever on the trip, and 
had met with kind treatment all 
along the route. Both were tanned 
by exposure to the weather, but didn't 
seem to care much about it. 

After taking a stroll around Paris 
for an hour the hikers left- by turn- 
pike route for Majrsville. They said 
they had positively refused all offers 
of autoists and others to give them a 
"lift" on their journey, as they intend- 
ed to zna^e every inch of the trip on 
foot. " ' 

When told that they would have to 
be ferried across the Ohio river at 
Maysville they replied that they wpuld 
pace up and down the ferry boit-trom 
shore to shore.

CARRANZA AND VILLA MAY BE- 
COME RECONCILED. 
WASHINGTON, Sept., 25— Admin- 
istration officials to-day anxiously 
awaited the crystallization of events 
in the break between Generals Car- 
ranza and Villa, still hopeful that 
efforts now betag made to settle 
their ^ difficulties would meet^ with 
success. 

At a meeting of the trustees of 
Washington fmd Jefferstm College, 
heid at Washington, Penn., Wednes- 
day, Rev. Frederick W. Hihitt, D. D. 

Ph. D., president of Central Univer- 
sity, at Danville, Ky., was unanimous- 
ly elected as President of the Wash- 
ington and Jefferson College. 

This is the second time that Wash- 
ington and Jefferson College has come 
to Kentucky for a President. In 1845 
it selected Rev. Robert J. Brecken- 
ridge, a well known educator and 
preacher of Kentucky to head the fac- 
ulty. 0 

It is understood that BOr. Hinatt 
will accept, and that he will be in- 
augurated next June. His salary will 
be 17,200 a year, one of the largest 
college salaries paid in the United 
SUtes. 

Dr. Hinitt is recognized as one of 
the leading educators of the South. 
He has served as president of Par- 
sons College in Iowa, is himself a 
graduate of Westminster College, 
Missouri, and of McCormlck Theolog- 
ical Seminary, Chicago, and has a 
wide reputation as a preacher.
